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ART FOR THE FAIRMOUNT TEMPLE 

Beginning November 14^, The Cleveland Museum of Art will have an exhibition 
of all the important art work designed for the new Fairmount Temple in Beachwood^ 
Ohio which is replacing the present Euclid Avenue Temple. The exhibition offers 
a rare opportunity to see contemporary religious art of a high quality. 

The work of five well-known American artists comprises the exhibition. On view 
will be three welded bronze candelabra and a bas relief sculpture by Ibram 
Lassaw; three brass plaques by Herbert Ferber; and seven tapestries and eight 
Tarah covers by the outstanding painter Abraham Rattner. Also represented in 
the show is the Cleveland artist Sol A<, Bauer whose wood sculpture "Lament” was 
purchased by the Temple from the 1956 May Show. The colorful stained glass of 
Leon Gordon Miller^ another Cleveland artist^ will be included. 

The objects will be installed in the new Temple immediately after the Museum exhibit 
closes on December 9.
